LAST Thursday there were laid in the 


quiet shades of Bellefontaine the remains 
of a lady—Mine. Jeanne Charlotte Bil- 
lon—who had attained her ninety-ninth 
year. Such longevity is exceedingly rare, 
and if viewed from what may be termed 
a historical stand-point, exceedingly in- 
teresting and suggestive. 
Let us en- 


deavor to obtain some idea of what is 
embraced in the snan of this single life. 


When Mme. Billon was born, Napo- 


leon and Lafayette were playing with 
tops and marbles, as boys of twelve; 
Burns was in the Hush of youthful man- 
hood, at twenty-one; George the IV., 
a graceless stripling of nineteen; Wal- 
ter Scott a dull scholar of ton; Chan- 
ning an infant of sixteen months. 
By- 


ron did not live until seven years later; 
Pius IX. not until eleven years later; 
Lyell, the father of modern geology, 
not until sixteen years, and Darwin, the 
giant of modern science, 
not until 


twenty-eight years later. 
She was eight 


years old when the French revolution 
began ; that political earthquake which 
shook Europe from center to circumfer- 
ence, and set in motion influences 
the 
full 
scope 
and 
meaning 
of 


which are only now 
beginning-to 


be 
clearly 
understood—and 
whose 


mission is not yet accomplished. 
She 


was two years old when the thirteen 
American colonies emerged a free and 
independent nation from.their struggle 
with a harsh mother, and thus laid the 
foundations of the mightiest republic 
earth has ever seen. She was five vears 
old when John Fitch propelled his" skiff 
by s_team on the Delaware River; twen- 
ty-six years old when Robert Fulton's 
steamboat stemmed the current of the 
Hudson; thirty-seven 
when the first 


steamship .crossed the Atlantic; forty- 
eight when George Stephenson built his 
first successful locomotive; fifty-one 
when Morse first conceived the electro- 
magnetic telegraph, as now used in 
America and 
England; 
sixty-three 


when the first telegraph 
line was 


stretched in this country—between Bal- 
timore and 
Washington; 
forty-two 


when daguerreotyping—the forerunner 
of photography—was invented; 
and 


four years old at the invention of 
stereotyping—the almost indispensable 
supplement of the printing press. The 
year she was born a witch was executed 
at Seville, and,, two years later, at 
Claris, the last victim of that accursed 
superstition perished. 


The world this venerable lady left 


was, in very many things, entirely 
different from the one she entered. 
Its physical geography and its human 
nature were about all that had not 
changed meanwhile. 
During her step 


from the cradle to the grave, the race 
has taken its grandest stride in the 
march of progress. 
Old theories in 


science and philosophy, old principles 
and practices in politics and govern- 
ment, old landmarks in every depart- 
ment of thought — have been swept 
away, wholly or in part, to make room 
for new. 
Then the people were mere 


hewers of wood and drawers of water 
to hereditary monarchy and nobility. 
Now they are the power beneath the 
throne, greater than the throne itself. 
Then reverence for the prince and the 
priest was considered the basis of all 
sound morality. Jsow the morality has 
not diminished, bxit the reverence has 
1 hen even the most sanguine students 
feared that the sources of truth were 
well nigh exhausted. 
Now the least 


hopeful student knows that before him 
spreads a limitless ocean, on whose 
shore he is playing with the shining 
pebbles. 
Then the various branches of 


the human family were so widely sep- 
arated that their common origin • was 
scarcely realized.

hi-i Diode of International Payment 
of Stciits liy One Country to Another. 


IT is desirable to mention a mode of 


international payment of debts due by 
one country to another which is daily 
curried on to an immense extent, and 
strikingly illustrates the nature and ac- 
tion o£ money. These payments are 
made with bullion-- that is, with aold 
or silver uncoined, in its natural state of 
bars or ingots of metal. The necessity 
for such u payment in coin or metal 
arises from the fact that one country 
has bought from another more than it 
has sold to it, and consequently must 
pay tho balance.! with some form of 
money. The transmission of coin would 
bcsubjurt to the inconvenience that the 
coin sent, over would l>e a stranger in 
the new country it entered; the stamp 
would In; a troublesome 
surplusage, 


ultimately requiring- to be effaced by 
molting. 
Gold coin does its work by 


means of the value of the metal, gold; 
and thus we can understand that au 
equal weight of bullion will be accepted 
as a payment equivalent to the same 
weight of gold in coin, without the in- 
cumbrancu of a stum]). 
The process by 


which the quantity of the bullion re- 
quired lo be sent sicross is calculated is 
somewhat complicated, but on many 
accounts it is very important to under- 
stand it. 
Let us suppose that England 


has bought more French goods than 
France iius bought, of English goods; 
she has to remit a quantity of gold ol 
the vnluc of the diii'urence to France. 
The debts which 
this remittance Is 


made to pay sire all counted in Frnncl 
francs; tin; traders of Franco have s< 
many francs to receive of England. 
The calculation is uil'ected by means oJ 
what is called the rate of exchange — 
that is, the number of francs which art, 
the equal in value of the English poun 
or sovereign.

IJAliAJEE TI LSIRAM. 


Kxtruoi-dinury 
Feats of a Hindoo 


Ht'rviiIcK at Bombay, Iiidiii. 


AN entertainment of a novel charac- 


ter was recently given at the house of 
Mr. Morarjee Goculdas, at Bombay.wlio 
invited a large number of guests to wit- 
ness some extraordinary feats of strength 
on the part of the celebrated Deecan 
athleth.Babajee Tulsiram. The compa- 
ny, which included many of the leading 
inhabitants of the city, sat in a semi- 
circle, at either point of which were 
placed several pretty little native boys, 
arranged in brilliant and costly apparel. 
The picturesque dresses of the native 
ladies who were present, the whole robes 
of the Parsee gentlemen and the gay 
colors of Hindoo attire had a remarka- 
bly fine effect when seen in conjunction 
with the beautiful surroundings. 
After 


some preliminaries in the way of hand- 
ing round for inspection the materials 
with which he intended to perform, and 
having satisfied the company that thero 
was no deception, the athlete, a tall, 
soldierly man, some twenty-seven years 
of age, and with a magnificent develop- 
ment of muscle, proceeded to crush a 
number of cowries (shells) between the 
palms of his hands. 
He completely 


ground them to powder in this manner; 
uttering during the process, sharp, shrill 
cries, which were probably intended to 
express the magnitude of his exertions. 
Then the performer placed a cocoanut 
upon the head of a boy, and with what 
appeared to be a fearful blow broke the 
nut in pieces and scattered the milk in all 
directions, without, strange to say, hurt- 
ing the boy in any way. The nextfeat was 
breaking a stout coil of rope by simply 
pulling it. One of the most extraordi- 
nary parts of the performance was tho 
followiag: 
The athlete placed a betel 


leaf between two of his fingers, and 
then, by pressing the fingers together, 
cut the leaf so as to throw the upper 
part several feet high. But the most 
startling feat was the breaking of a 
stone laid on his chest. The man lay 
down at full length on some chairs, and 
a huge stone, weighing four 
Bengal 


maunds (eaual to one hundred and 
twelve pounds), was placed on his chest, 
which was simply covered by a thin 
tunic. Two men then struck the stone 
loine tremendous blows with 
heavy 


hammers, and after two or three at- 
tempts the block rolled off the man's 
chest in two pieces. 
He next made 


several attempts to break a cocoanut 
with a handkerchief. 
His mode of pro- 


cedure in this case was to roll the hand- 
kerchief tightly in the shape of a ball, 
and then to throw the ball upon the 
nut. 
Pulling a piece of sugar cane in 


two exactly at the joint, and bending a 
thick iron plate, were among the other 
feats performed. 
The company 
then 


went out on the balcony, where the ath- 
lete cut a sugar cane so as to throw up 
a piece thereof one hundred and fifty 
feet high. It was done thus: A man 
held out a scimitar with the edge down- 
wards, and Babajee struck the cane up- 
wards against the edge of the sword, 
the piece thus cut off flying a great dis- 
tance in the air. This brought the per- 
formance to a close, and the performer 
was then presented with a handsome 
shawl.
